(A BRIEF HISTORY WRITTEN BY WILLIAM LINDSAY, GREAT GRANDSON) 


THIS COUPLE HAD OTHER CHILDREN, TWO OF THEIR SONS CAME TO THE UNITED STATES ABOUT 1848 AND SETTLED NEAR 
NEAR PITTSBURGH, PENNSYLVANIA. JUST ABOUT THIS TIME THEIR PARENTS JOINED THE CHURCH OF JESUS CHRIST OF 
LATTER-DAY SAINTS AND IN 1850 STARTED FOR UTAH TO MAKE THEIR HOME WITH THE SAINTS. THEY VISITED THEIR SONS 
IN PENNSYLVANIA THINKING TO CONVERT THEM TO THE GOSPEL AND HAVE THEM COME ON TO UTAH WITH THEM. THEY FOUND 
THEM VERY VERY BITTER AND PREJUDICE AND TRIED TO PERSUADE THAIR PARENTS TO STAY WITH THEM IN PENNSYLVANIA 
AND GIVE UP MORMONISM.  THEIR MOTHER FINALLY GOT VEXED AND TOOK HOLD OF HER HUSBANDS AREM SAYING, "COME 
AWAY ROBERT WE'VE STARTED FOR ZION AND THAT IS WHERE WE ARE GOING, LET THEM STAY IN BABYLON AND SUFFER THE 
CONSQUENCES ." 

THEY CAME TO UTAH WITH ISAAC BAUM'S UNCLE AND LIVED SEVERAL YEARS IN SALT LAKE CITY. THEY HAD THEIR 
ENDOWMENTS IN FEBRUARY 1854. THEY DIED FAITHFUL TO THE GOSPEL FOR WHICH THEY LEFT THEIR CHILDREN AND THEIR 
NATIVE LAND IN THEIR OLD AGE, HE BEING 77 AND SHE 76 WHEN THEY CROSSED THE PLAINS. UNCLE JOHN AND AUNT ANN 
MURDOCK KNEW THEM IN SCOTLAND AND ALSO IN SALT LAKE CITY WHERE THE OLD GENTLEMEN IS SAID TO HAVE MADE WOODEN 
SPOONS FOR A LIVING. THEY WERE BOTH OVER 80 YEARS OF AGE WHEN THEY DIED AND BOTH ARE BURIED IN THE SALT 
LAKE CITY CEMETERY.
